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DETAILED ACTION 
Priori ty 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 
U.S.C. 119 (a) -(d), which papers have been placed of record in the 
file. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities: Appropriate headings should be used throughout the 
instant specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 3, line 7, the term ""shortly" is indefinite 
principally because it is not clear what applicant intends to 
cover by such a recitation (e.g., it is not clear exactly when, 
before measuring the first and second property, the temperature 
is measured) . 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1, 2 and 4-10 are allowable over the prior art 
references presently of record. 

6. Claim 3 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set 
forth in this Office action. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: None of the prior art references 
presently of record, alone or in combination, disclose, suggest 
or teach a process for controlling the composition of a solution 
in the production of cellulosic shaped bodies including the step 
of measuring a first property of a cellulose solution and a 
second property different from the first property wherein the 
measured va-l-ues- of the f-i-rst and second propert-i-es are- used to 
calculate the actual composition of the solution and their 
deviation from values of a target composition is used to adjust 
the composition of the solution (as set forth in independent 
claim 1) ; an apparatus for performing a process for controlling 
the composition of a cellulose solution including at least two 
measuring instruments contacting a conduit for measuring a first 
and second property of the cellulose solution passing through the 
conduit, and a controlling circuit for controlling the 
composition of the cellulose solution by determining the actual 
composition of the cellulose solution in the conduit from the 
measured values of the first and second property and to determine 
the deviation from a preset target composition and adjust 
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metering devices to correct for any deviation (as set forth in 
independent claim 7) .
